RETIREMENT OF MR. McBRIDE 


This year the School lost the man who can be said to have 
done most to found it and to guide its progress over the important 
first years of its history. When he retired at the end of the second 
term Mr McBride had been in 
charge of the School for over 


sixteen years. 


At a farewell evening given Mr 
McBride by the Board and Staff 
on August 22, Mr’Newton re- 
marked on the excellent relations 
which had always existed between 
Principal and Staff. He said he 
could not imagine anyone more 
friendly and approachable. The 
Staff felt they were working with 
him, not under him. Through his 
leadership a very fine team spirit 
had developed. It seemed to him 
that Mr McBride’s outstanding 
quality was enthusiasm. Mr Newton also paid a tribute to Mrs 


McBride for her unfailing interest in the School: 


Dr Hansen, formerly Principal of the Christchurch Technical 
College, spoke of Mr McBride’s work at that school and of the 
already high reputation which Papanui Technical College had 
gained under his guidance. 


The Chairman of the Board of Managers, Mr J. B. Johns, 
said that Mr McBride was a man with a great sense of duty. As 
Headmaster and Secretary of the Board he had worked hard and 
unselfishly for the School. Mr Johns said he looked upon Mr 
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McBride not as a typical schoolmaster, but as a benevolent parent 
with a very large family to look after. 


Mr McBride leaves with the affectionate good wishes of the 
School for a long and happy retirement. We have already had 
evidence of his continued interest in the School to which he gave 
such a portion of his life’s work. 


OUR NEW PRINCIPAL 


We are pleased to welcome as 
our new Principal, not a stranger, 
but a man known and respected 
for his work on our staff for over 
fifteen years. Soon after the 
school was opened Mr Newton 
came here from the Christchurch 
Technical College to become First 
Assistant, a position he held till 
he took up his appointment as 
Principal at the beginning of the 
third term. 


STAFF NOTES 


We congratulate Mr Haworth on his appointment to be First 
Assistant in succession to Mr Newton. Mr Haworth has been on 
the staff since 1938 and has carried a big responsibility, having 
been in charge of the mathematics department, the Cadet Battalion, 
boxing and the athletic sports programme. 


Owing to the increase in the School roll this year, we became 
entitled to another teacher. During the first term Miss J. A. 
Wauchop, B.A., filled this position temporarily. The teacher 
permanently appointed was Miss M. L. Roper, M.A., who came to 
us from Ashburton Technical College at the beginning of the 
second term. 


Mr Newton’s appointment as Principal left a vacancy which 
has been filled by Mr D. J. MacLachlan, M.A., who also came 
from Ashburton Technical College. 


In the third term we had with us as probationary assistant, 
Miss C. R. Chant. 
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THE: SCHOOL YEAR 


This has been one of the most eventful years so far in the 
School’s history. The most important event was the retirement of 
| Mr McBride and the appointment of Mr Newton as our new Principal. 
But other noteworthy happenings were the retirement of our care- 
takers, Mr and Mrs Goodall; the erection of a new science laboratory 
and two more “temporary” classrooms; and, at long last, the building 
of our swimming baths. 


School re-opened on February 4th for new students and the next 
day the old hands returned, making a roll of 455 (274 boys and 181 | 
girls). After spending a day or two settling down into our new 
forms, we were going to begin Barracks Week on the Thursday. But 
when the King died school was closed for a day, and the cadets began 
their training week on the Friday and continued through the second 
week till Thursday, when the Boys’ Swimming Sports were held. 


During the boys’ Barracks Week the girls took part in an enjoy- 
able and strenuous Physical Education programme and made several 
excursions. One party went to Taylors Mistake and the Juniors went 
on the annual Social Studies trip to Lyttelton and over the Bridle 
Path. The Girls’ Swimming Sports were also held during this week. 


CADETS’ BARRACKS WEEK 


Under the command of Capt. W. F. Haworth, the School Cadet 
Battalion carried out an interesting if strenuous week’s training.

There were also two Army and A.T.C. instructors. Under these 
instructors N.C.O.’s from the platoons took the first year boys in the 
basic military training while others were taught the more advanced 
work on the bren gun, fieldcraft, first aid, ete. All platoons had two 
three-quarter-hour periods on the range and all cadets were able to 

4 fire about 20 rounds. 


A8, the Band, C1, C2, had many specialist periods, and all 
platoons had periods of first aid and films and sport. 


On the final day, at a ceremonial parade, the whole battalion 
was inspected by the Area Commander. 
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THE SWIMMING BATHS 


When Mr McBride took the position of headmaster he decided 
that the School should have some goal in mind to work for. So the 
swimming bath was decided on. 


The cost before the war was estimated to be about £1000, but by 
1952 this had become £3000, without fencing or changing sheds. In 


fact, the cost would have been, according to the first plans, £5000, - 


but with the assistance of Mr S. B. Barltrop, the plans were altered, 
thus lowering the cost. 


The present students, who can enjoy a swim in the pool, owe 
much to the efforts of their predecessors, who from time to time added 
to the Baths Fund by various efforts. In 1948, for instance, a class 
competition raised a considerable sum. 


The first fair was held in 1946, when there seemed every hope of 
the baths being built. This fair raised about £350. By the end of 
1946 the fund stood at nearly £1000, which, with the Government 
subsidy, would have been about enough to build the pool then. But 
the shortages of steel, cement, etc., caused a long delay. 


This year when Mr McBride learned that it was possible to go 
ahead with the construction, he decided on a final effort to raise funds. 
We needed about £1000 more for the pool itself, but with the co-opera- 
tion of the Board, staff, students, old students, parents and friends 
of the School the money was raised. 


The first effort was made by the boys and girls themselves. 
Setting a target of five shillings a pupil, the School raised £100 by 
direct giving. The final average was 4/9 a pupil, but some peers 
reached an average of 9/-. 


Through the generosity of Mr C. E. Carleton, a film evening at . 


the Empire Theatre swelled the funds. Then a collection of money 
from old students was organised. Circulars were distributed to them 
by the pupils, who returned with the donations. The Papanui Com- 
munity Centre also assisted us generously. 


But the big effort of the year was the fete held on Saturday, 15th 
March, in the School grounds. Fortunately the weather was excellent. 
The west end of school was gay with a variety of brightly coloured 
stalls. Among the many side-shows there were a rifle range, skittles 
and darts. On the playing fields behind the workshops there ran a 
miniature train, very popular with the smaller children. For the 
housewives there was the fruit and vegetable stall, which sold 
anything edible. There was also a sweet stall, a book stall, and of 
course an ice cream stall. The Community Centre ran an attractive 
flower show and the girls of one house sold afternoon tea. 


Special entertainments were a display of model aeroplane flying 
given by some kind friends, a puppet show generously provided by 
pupils of the Christchurch South Intermediate School, a display of 
magic by an old student, Mr Prattley, and a balloon bursting com- 
petition. There was even a donkey cart providing rides for the little 
ones. Films were shown in room 9. The fete went on in the evening 
and finished with a dance. 


We are very grateful to all those who helped us to raise money, 
through the fete and otherwise. At last we were able to see the 
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construction of the baths actually started. It was good to see a 
bulldozer arrive and begin the excavation, and later on the builders 
get to work with steel and concrete. The baths were finished during 
the second term and we were especially glad that they were built 
while Mi McBride was still with us. 


NEW CLASSROOMS 


Owing to our expanding roll this year, we have needed more 
classrooms. In the second term two more “temporary” rooms 
(G and H) were put up, making a-total of six such classrooms. 
Fortunately the latest “temporaries” are of a better type than the 
earlier model—of superior construction, more light and airy. 


In the first term work was begun on a new permanent building— 
a physics laboratory on the eastern end of the workshops block. The 
new lab. will be spacious and well equipped. There will be a senior 
lab. attached as well as a storeroom and a dark room. Work has 
continued on the building throughout the year and we hope it will be 
ready for use by the beginning of 1953. 


A SCHOOL NEWSPAPER 


An unusual venture this year was the production of a school 
newspaper, “The Pupil’s Voice,” After numerous setbacks, the first 
number was published in July and consisted of one foolscap sheet 
typed by the commercial girls and then duplicated. Besides items of 
sports and general news, it contained literary efforts from a wide 
variety of forms and a number of letters to the editor, ete. Unfor- 
tunately this was the only number published this year because the 
editor then became very busy with the “Review,” but it is to be hoped 
that some keen people will take up the idea again next year. The 
success of such efforts: depends, of course, not onlv on the enthusiasm 
of the editor but on the support of a large number of boys and girls 
who are willing to write for a school newspaper. 


VISITORS FROM SARAWAK 


During the second term we were glad to welcome as visitors to 
the School two teachers from Kuching, Sarawak—Messrs S. J. Poh 
and P. Sim—who are staying in this country as guests of our Govern- 
ment. This is an example of the working of the Colombo Plan—a 
scheme of assistance to countries of South-East Asia. During their 
stay with us they gave various classes many interesting talks about 
that little known part of the world. 


THE SCHOOL’S FAREWELL TO MR McBRIDE 


Probably the most notable occasion in the School’s existence was 
the day we said good-bye to our first Principal, Mr McBride. It was 
a moving experience to take part in that final assembly at the end 
of the second term and to realise this was the last assembly Mr 
McBride would take in the School. 


For the Scripture reading Mr McBride took part of the first 
chapter of Proverbs, the lesson read by Mr West at the opening of 
the School in 1936, and also the Parable of the Ten Pounds from St. 
Luke 19. 
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After the hymn, reading and prayers, representative students 
made brief farewell speeches and gave Mr McBride a number of 
parting gifts. On behalf of the orchestra, Loris Beaumont presented 
him with a crystal vase. P. R. Robinson gave him a tall standard 
lamp made by the woodworkers, and E. Webster a copper bedside 
lamp from the engineering boys. Kathleen Aiken, Senior Girl Prefect, 
spoke for the girls, and the Head Prefect, D. V. McNicol, for the 
boys. McNicol, on behalf of the School, presented Mr McBride with 
a nest of tables. 


“Tt is not what I have done but what we have done and you have 
done,” said Mr McBride in thanking the School for its good wires 
and gifts. He expressed his pride in his staff and pupils. 


He also said he was glad that the swimming baths had been built 
and filled before he left, and he presented a handsome cup to Mr 
Newton for house competition in swimming and life-saving. 


Mr Newton thanked Mr McBride and asked him to be present at 
the opening of the swimming baths. He suggested that the baths 
should be named the McBride Pool as a memorial of the work he had 
done for the School. 


The assembly closed with the hymn “Soldiers of Christ, Arise.” 


RETIREMENT OF MR AND MRS GOODALL 


At the end of July Mr and Mrs G. Goodall retired after thirteen 
years of willing service to the School in which they became very 
popular with both the staff and the students. 


Mr Goodall, affectionately known as “Skip,” did good work not 
only inside the school buildings but also on the playing fields, 
especially in caring for the cricket pitches. He was very interested 
in hockey and cricket and was an indispensable member of staff teams 
on many occasions when they played the boys. 


Mr and Mrs Goodall have gone for a well-deserved holiday to 
Australia, but we believe they intend to settle in Christchurch when 
they return. 


We welcome as their successors Mr and Mrs e A. Webster and 
hope they will enjoy a long and happy association with the School. 


OPENING OF SWIMMING BATHS 


On the afternoon of Sports Day, 14th October, the swimming 
baths were officially opened by Mr J. B. McBride. 


The chairman of the Board of Managers, Mr J. B. Johns, said 
that this was the culmination of many years of effort. He congratu- 
lated Mr McBride and thanked those who had contributed to the 
funds. 


“T have been looking forward to this day for a good fifteen years,” 
said Mr McBride. He gave a brief account of the School’s efforts to 
get the baths built, mentioning the disappointments and delays caused 
by the war and shortages of steel and cement. He expressed the 
School’s gratitude to all those frjends and old students who had 
generously given towards the baths fund, mentioning in particular 
the Ven. Archdeacon Osmers, who even when he was on overseas 
service sent contributions, and also Mr Land, who gave the section 
on which the baths were built. 
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Miss Doreen Brown, representing the Canterbury Centre of the 
New Zealand Swimming Association and the Canterbury Branch of 
the Royal Life-Saving Society, congratulated the School on its good 
work in obtaining the pool. She hoped that the School would carry 
on with its efforts in the field of swimming and life-saving as it had 
done in the past. 


Mr McBride then declared the baths open and expressed the hope 
that every boy and girl in the School would be able to swim by the 
end of the year. 


There were many disadvantages of such an opening, said Mr 
Newton. What was really needed was two or three hundred boys 
and girls to take to the water. The temperature of the water, he said, 
was considerably above freezing point.

Hemingson, Senior Champion 1941; Mrs Goulter (Lorna Cowles), 
Senior Champion 1943 and 1944; Alan Hemingson, Junior Champion 
1943 and Senior Champion 1944; Hugh Bell, Intermediate Champion 
1944 and Senior Champion 1945, 1946; Mys Cowells (Ruth Dixon), 
Senior Champion 1945 and 1946; Graham Prattley, the first boy to 
hold .an Inter-Secondary record; Norman Cowles. Junior Champion 
1947; Jack Yarr, Senior Champion 1949; David Law, Intermediate 
Champion 1949 and Senior Champion 1950; Roger Gibson, Diving 
Champion 1949, Intermediate Champion 1950, and Senior Champion 
1951; Garry Berryman, Junior Champion 1949; Marie Knowles, 
Junior Champion 1950; David Neale, Intermediate Champion 1951 
and Senior Champion 1952; Lyall Rhodes, Diving Champion 1951; 
and Betty Emms, Senior Champion 1951. 


A TALK ON TIBET 


At assembly on the 31st October a missionary from Tibet, Mr N. 
McIntosh, gave a very interesting talk to the School about that 
country. Before commencing his talk Mr McIntosh donned a long blue 
cotton garment which is the fast disappearing old national costume 
of China. 


He then gave us a brief description of the Tibetan people’s 
customs and way of life. There were two types of people in Tibet, 
he said, the sedentary and the nomadic. The sedentary people lived 
in the valleys and engaged in farming, their main crops being rape 
seed and barley. The nomadic people wandered about the highlands 
with their flocks of sheep and yaks, coming down to the lowlands only 
to trade with the farmers for barley. 


His description of the greetings and the hospitality of the 
Tibetans was particularly interesting, especially as this was a land, 
he said, where “the man who is quickest on the trigger lives longest.” 
The Tibetans, he told us, lived a very simple life, and like all backward 
people had practically no knowledge of hygiene. This was caused 
mainly by the nature of the country, since for most of the year there 
was very little water available. Though there was enough for their 
internal needs, there was none to wash with, consequently all the 
people were very dirty. They were, however, a very lovable people. 


Mr McIntosh finished his talk with a description of the uses of 
several articles he had brought back from Tibet: a silver tea bowl, 
a ceremonial scarf, a sling, and a very ornamental holder for a knife.

Mr Coatsworth’s experience and his willingness to help on 
Mondays, after school, has been appreciated by all.

These are run on batteries, but to overcome the expense of 
buying them a few members made power packs, which enabled the 
radios to be run off the mains.

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THE OTHER SIDE OF INTERPLANETARY TRAVEL . 


Would you appreciate a passage to the moon? 


Perhaps in the holidays of the future you may be able to venture 
there and back in twenty days. What fun you could have prancing 
about in your space suit. 


Yes, we read books, magazines and other literature on the subject, 
but these are rather one-sided, describing only the joys of space 
travel. We see films, even models, suggesting the newly developed 
ideas and possibilities, but how far have things advanced practically? 


This is a difficult question because nations conceal the results of 
their experiments and rarely allow them to escape to others. There 
are, however, a few books which are up to date with useful technical 
data, but here again these are restricted. 


The difficulties of such a feat as going to the moon, or, say Mars, 
are very numerous. The most obvious ones are the problems of 
propulsion, weight and navigation. No one knows definitely what is 
out in space; so scientists put forward their ideas in the form of 
theories that are based on observations or accepted assumptions. 


Let us consider propulsion. The only type of propelling force is 
reaction, although in some day in the future something may take its 
place. Reaction engines or rockets work on the principle of fuel 
burning, then rapidly expanding from the rear of the projectile, thus 
giving it a forward thrust since, according to Sir Isaac Newton, every 
action has a corresponding reaction, equal in force and opposite in 
direction. 


Most of the experimental rockets have been of the chemical type, 
the fuel and air being brought together in a chamber and ‘ignited. 
The fuel consumption of these is rather high, so most of them are 
restricted in range. 


This is the atomic age. Why cannot we develop a miniature 
atomic bomb to propel our craft? Radio-active particles are very 
lively. In such a reaction two dissimilar isotopes of an element are 
brought together and so a nuclear fission takes place. To prevent 
this happening at the wrong time, massive shields are needed with 
some means of conducting the heat away from its surroundings. 


Weight is a necessity. We cannot do without it, but if it exceeds 
certain limits how will the craft take off? With a chemical propellant, 
superfluous weight lies in the extra dimensions caused by the fuel 
containers, which would be large in volume to supply the rockets with 
enough fuel to complete the journey. Atomic “piles,” as they are 
sometimes called, are inconvenient, not because their fuel consumption, 
which is very low, but because of their massiveness. 


The atomic type is more efficient for long distance travel since 
it relies on the annihilation of matter, not on its decomposition. I 
believe there has not yet been made an atomic “engine” (only in the 
generation of steam to drive generators). 


A 
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The structure of the hull of such a craft would have to be of 
z such strength that it could stand against the craft’s internal pressure: 
large pressures in the combustion chamber and in the atmospheric 
pressure of the passenger compartments. Considering pressures, I 
am very sceptical whether a person could survive the rapid accelera- 
tion of a rocket to overcome the earth’s force of gravity, so I very 

much doubt the scientific accuracy of some films on the subject. 


Navigation of a space craft would be extremely difficult. Most 
of the boys have practised shooting on a 25-yard range. Now imagine 
the target is increased to the distance from the earth to the moon, 
over 300,000 miles, and that both target and marksman are moving in 
different directions at thousands of miles an hour. The chances of 
hitting the target become very remote, don’t they? It would be like 
chasing flying saucers or throwing a dart at a fly zooming in an 
elliptical orbit around a lampshade. 


So interplanetary travel is not so easy to come by as many people 
allege it to be. In this field science is advancing but as yet no 
projectile has exceeded a height of one hundred miles. When will we 
have an excursion to the moon? I doubt if anyone knows.
